(International N ew * Service) 
DETROIT, Oct. 2.—Police combed 
the city today in an effort to find 
Wayne County Common Pleas Judge 
Robert E. Sage, 44, who last night 
assertedly shot and killed Ralph 
Nadell.

Authorities were baffled at Sage’s 
quick disappearance. He apparently 
fled from his offices in the county 
building, where the shooting oc­ 
curred, in his shirt sleeves.

But when police arrived 
there, he had disappeared.

Nadell was killed, according to 
Maurice D. Smilay, 5«, one of the 
wounded men, following an argu­ 
ment concerning the operation of 
Sports Park, an enterprise in which 
Sage had invested heavily.

British dive bombers 
took off to attack the German ships, 
which were protected by fast motor 
torpedo boats ahead and astern. The 
shore batteries are said to have 
scored at least one direct hit. 
During the morning three forma­ 
tions of approximately 150 planes 
each attempted to hammer through 
to “the capital without success. This 
afternoon a similar Nazi attack 
group crossed the Kent coast, to be 
met by R. A. F. pilots, engaged in 
furious dogfights, and finally forced 
to jettison their bombs over open 
country and scurry for home. 
Fifth Raid Of Day 
An early official announcement 
said that since midnight 8 German 
planes had been downed and that no 
British aircraft were missing, but 
this figure is expected to change 
somewhat as a result of later opera­ 
tions. 
As the fifth air raid of the day— 
154th of the war—was in progress, 
anti-aircraft guns could be heard 
booming in distant suburban areas 
of the capital. 
The fifth raid warning sounded 
when a large Nazi formation came 
roaring up the Thames Estuary, but 
before reaching London they were 
beaten back by the R. A. F. and by 
anti-aircraft guns.

What the trouble boils down to is that thousands ot prec 
ious work hours are lost when aircraft employees hurry to shel­ 
ters and stay there throughout the alarms. 
1 hese people have 
been adjured to stick to their tasks, hut they w on’t do it, » ic 
is merely human. 
But the effect is accentuated because tew 
manufacturing plants in the affected areas have air-raid shelters 
of their own adjacent to the working space. 
Much time is lost 
getting out of factories and reaching the nearest available h.de- 


° U S Germany met this problem long ago by building almple air­ 
raid shelters, elaborately equipped, deep under the aircraft fac­ 
tories and by locating the factories themselves in out ot the way 
and unsuspected places, carefully camouflaged. 
American airplane factories are huge structures m full view 
and frequently located in extremely vulnerable areas. 
The 
Army, as part of a series of informative statements dealing with 
the problems of air-raid protection of cities and industries, is 
preparing suggestions regarding minimum precautions., 
“Minimum precautions’’ may not prove adequate to af­ 
ford real protection to such vital war industries as airplajne manu­ 
facture. 
Something more than the minimum may be| required, 
unless we are willing to risk finding ourselves one day up against 
the same problem as that now plaguing the British. 
Future American airplane factories should be located where 
they will be safe as it is humanly possible to make (hem and 
where the first enemy bomber coming along can’t spot them, 


or, if it does, can’t do any serious damage to them.

Of Finished Garments 


OVER TWO HUNDRED 
ARE NOW ENGAGED 


Lawrence 
County 
Unit 
of 
the 
British War Relief society has been 
in operaiion since July of this year. 
In that time an active group of both 
men and women workers have made 
it possible to further the scope of 
work of the organization in this 
area. 
Contributions to the society 
in the form of clothing, blankets, 
etc., have been received and sent to 
New York for shipment. 
All con­ 
tributions of money are forwarded 
to headquarters in New York, since 
material distributed for relief work 
in the form of wool, surgical and 
medical supplies are all purchased 
in the United States through the 
New York office. 
Mrs. D. W. Thomas, president of 
the local unit has received excellent 
support from the 220 women of the 
knitting group. 
In the past two 
months a total of 52« articles have 
been completed, consisting of 190 
pairs of socks and sea boot socks, 
161 scarfs, 50 sweaters, 89 pairs of 
mittens and gloves and 36 R.A.F. 
helmets. 
The workmanship in all 
these garments is superb and al­ 
ready it has received particular no­ 
tice from the headquarters in Pitts­ 
burgh. 
Each article as completed 
bears a Lawrence County Unit, New 
Castle, Pa., tag in order that those 
overseas may realize that the work 
of this unit is being undertaken in 
an atmosphere far removed from 
war. 
Several informal knitting groups 
have had social affairs in their 


homes in addition to the bi-monthly 
meetings 
at 
the 
Congregational 
church. 
On Thursday evening at the home 
of Mrs. J. E. Windl, Walmo, a knit 
i ling party will be held, followed by 
I refreshments. 
Other social events 
are 
planned 
during 
the

1 months in order that funds may be 
raised that the work of the society 
may carry on. 
For those who do not feel that 
they are proficient enough to en­ 
gage in the knitting work there is 
an additional activity in the or­ 
ganization. 
The surgical dressing 
group that meets each Wednesday

Y. W. C. A. provides both an inter­ 
esting, and educational phase of 
relief work that is quickly learned.

“When a woman wants a cause to 
work for, and a cause of interest to 
women wants workers, it seems as 
though nothing need be! done but 
introduce them to each tkher,” said 
Mrs. F. E. Sowersby, commissioner, 
in summing up the week’s meeting 
of the Training and Organization 
committee of the local Girl Scout 
Council. 
The meeting was called by Mrs. 
Cassius Balph, chairman, to con­ 
sider applications for troops, and for 
leadership, and to complete plans 
for the fall leadership course, to 
start Thursday evening, October 3, 
at 7 o’clock at the First Christian 
church. The number of new appli­ 
cants, as well as those already ap­ 
prenticed in troops preceding com­ 
pletion of a leadership course, is 
very gratifying. 
Women of New Castle, as every­ 
where, have discovered that they 
are keenly interested in the full, 
progressive development of young 
people. 
The challenge of youth 
seeking a positive program to de­ 
velop individual skills and fit them 
into the pattern of group activities; 
asking help in getting the facts, 
thinking clearly, and judging wisely; 
needing guidance in self-government, 
self-discipline and self-control; in 
short, training for the practice of 
citizenship in the American democ­ 
racy, is not going unmet. 
Girl Scout leadership has provided 
the answer to m ate some worth­ 
while contribution to the commu­ 
nity.

Hogan Larson, New Castle man 
who was trapped by the outbreak of 
the European war, while visiting his 
sister, Mrs. Charlotte Swanson, in 
Karlskrona, Sweden, and who fi­ 
nally was able to secure passage on 
the U.S.S. American Legion, which 
was sent to Finland to bring back 
American citizens from the Baltic 
region, recounted the thrills of the 
4,382 mile voyage back home, upon 
his arrival here, this w'eek. Mr. and 
Mrs. Larson are now at the home of 
their daughter and husband, Mr 
and Mrs- Ross M. Aubel, 
of 
Lee 
avenue. 
In spite of the danger attendant 
on such a trip, it w’as a most un­ 
eventful one, Mr Larson stated, and 
a very lonely one. Leaving Petsamo, 
August 17, the ship sailed down the 
coast of Norway, and then headed 
west, traveling in a southwesterly 
direction to the Orkney Islands, off 
the north coast of England, from 
whence they sailed up around Ice­ 
land and headed towards America. 
In all that length of time, only two 
ships were sighted off Norway, head­ 
ed for Petsamo, and near the Ork­ 
neys, they saw a few British planes, 
which flew over the ship. 
Until 
ihey met the two United State* de­ 
stroyers 500 miles east of New York, 
they saw no other signs of hu­ 
manity. 
There were no alarms during the 
voyage, although everyone was pre­ 
pared at all times for an emergency, 
Mr. Larson stated. 
He had tried to get out of Sweden 
when the w’ar broke out in Europe a 
year ago, but the 
three 
Swedish 
ships plying between Sweden and 
America were booked solidly, and 
there was an extra fare because of 
the danger due to the 
war. 
Last 


spring, when he made inquiry of the 
United States consul about a possi­ 
ble way of returning to America, he 
was told the only route then open 
was by way of Russia, Siberia, and 
Japan, a 17,000 mile journey. 
Then later in the summer, he was 
told there was an American boat 
coming to Petsamo to bring back 
those who could prove their Ameri­ 
can citizenship, and 
with 
others 
stranded abroad he was able to se­ 
cure passage. 
As fast as a trainload was made 
up at Stockholm, they w’ere sent to 
the Finnish border, where the train 
stopped over night, at Raparanda. 
They traveled as far as Rovanieml, 
Finland by train, and the balance of 
the trip to the northern most tip 
of Finland, Petsamo, a distance of 
532 kilometers (a kilometer is five- 
eights of a mile) was made by bus. 
During this trip, the bus stopped at 
the battle 
fields 
where 
Finland 
fought off the Russian invaders, and 
some souvenirs of this war were se­ 
cured. 
Sweden feels fairly secure from 
invasion, Mr. Larson 
states, 
and 
conditions there are fairly good, al­ 
though work is a little scarce at the 
present time. Food is plentiful, but 
is higher priced 
There is a scarcity 
of coffee and some few articles of a 
like nature which must be imported, 
but the people of Sweden are suf­ 
fering very few hardships. 
It was still summer, when the ship 
left Petsamo, and there were only a 
few hours of darkness, at night. 
Even then, it was more like 
dusk, 
never getting completely dark. 
Following his arrival in New York, 
Mr. Larson and his wife, who met 
him there, visited in and around 
New York, returning here over the 
week end.

Three day programs have been 
planned as a medium of celebrating 
the 100th anniversary of the or­ 
ganisation of Bast Brook United 
Presbyterian church, New Castle, 
R. D. 5, the observance to occur 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday, Octo­ 
ber 4, 5 and 6. Rev. Robert E. 
Douglass is present pastor of this 
church. 
East Brook church was erected 
and dedicated on May 8, 1840. From 
that time this church has grown 
materially and spiritually, fulfilling 
a definite need in its community. 
Before the church became a United 
Presbyterian denomination in 1858 
by the union of two staunch Scotch 
bodies, it was an Associate Reform 
church. The church property, In­ 
cluding 
the 
cemetery 
site, 
was 
given by Samuel McDowell. A long 
list of early families of the church 
would read similar to a "Who’s 
Who" in Lawrence County affairs, 
many of the sons and daughters of 
the church having become doctors, 
lawyers, ministers, teachers, civic 
leaders, and one, president judge in 
Lawrence County. 
Enter Missionary Service 
One young woman and two young 
men entered the foreign missionary 
service. Mary Jane McKnlght went 
to the Sudan; James McKnight also 
went to the Sudan, and Ralph Mc­ 
Connell, to Siam. One young woinan, 
M argaretta McKnight, gave her life 
on a home mission field, French burg. 
Ky. Others who went into the min­ 
istry include Rev. Charles Stunkard, 
Rev. Herbert Hezlip, Rev. Ralph Mc­ 
Connell and Rev. Calvin Gilfillan. 
First pastor of the church was 
Rev. Thomas Mehard who served 
until 1845. Succeeding him was Dr. 
Robert Audley Browne who served 
until 1850. Following, Rev. W. A. 
Mehard went to East Brook church 
in 1852, at that time only 26 years 
of age. He became a full time pro­ 
fessor in Westminster College in the 
departm ent of ancient 
language, 
teaching Greek in particular. Many 
new ventures in the church had 
their beginning during Dr. Mehard s 
pastorate. Also during his pastorate, 
the old building was torn down and 
a new building erected by the P at­ 
terson brothers of East Brook. On 
January 29, 1885, dedication of the 
two-story structure occurred and a 
former pastor, Dr. R. Audley Browne 
preached the sermon. 
Dr. J. W. Bimley served as pas­ 
tor from 1900 to 1903, and in 1904, 
Rev. W. V. Grove came to East 
Brook. At the close of his pastorate 
in 1907, a call was given Rev. L. S. 
Clark who served for 13 years. The 
new pastor and his family moved 
into a new parsonage, the church 
having decided it wise to own their 
own home for ministers. 
Church Records 
In 1922, Rev. D. C. Littell came 
to the community and served until 
1925. The congregation was sad­ 
dened recently to learn of the death 
of Rev. Littell, who had been retired 
for a few yeaps from a charge in 
Caledonia Presbytery, New York. 
During the pastorate of Rev. J. 
Walker St. Clair <1925-1932), addi­ 
tional comforts, Including a com­ 
plete lighting system, were added 


to the building. In 1932. the church 
called Rev. James M, Guthrie who 
served well during a five year pas­ 
torate. Having received a call to 
the Oneonta U. P. church in March, 
1937, Rev. Guthrie left and in less 
than six weeks the church called an ­ 
other young man from the same col­ 
lege and seminary as his predeces­ 
sor. Rev. Robert E. Douglass, who 
is still serving this church, as well 
as Neshannock U P. church. Dur­ 
ing the years, East Brook U. P. 
church has been affiliated in one 
way or another with New Wilming­ 
ton church, Shenango, and at pres­ 
ent, Neshannock. From the most 
accurate 
records 
available, 
the 
church membership over a 75 year 
period has varied from about 140 to 
the present roll of 240 Many of 
the older families and their descend­ 
ants remain in the church, as well as 
many new ones Among the recent 
members were Dr and Mrs H H 
Marlin, who came to this com m unity 
from a busy Pittsburgh pastorate, 
and aided in the progress of this 
church for 15 years. Dr. Marlin 
passed away just a year ago. 
This ctyurch has given her share 
of young men to active duty for our j 
country and two Spanish-American 
veterans are members of the c on - 
gregation at present. Fifteen young 
men served in the World War, one 
of whom, Ivan Dinsmore, gave his 
life on the field of battle.

•eaks new ground—or new air—in 
le discourse of nations, in its sadis- 
c content, wrapped in Oxonian 
iction.

fixing to kidnap a small country, 
they have dressed up their com- 
muniatkms with the same phony • 
erudition, the same fraudulent de­ 
ference to decent feeling, the same 
specious pretense that their homi­ 
cidal mania is legitimate because it 
is dressed up in elegant verbiage. 
The Marquis de Sade would have 
been a crack writer for the Nazi 
diplomats. And now the kidnapers 
work that way, too. It is the new 
protective coloration for gangster*, 
whether they are in the wholesale 
or retail business. It is a deadly 
subversion of the noble instrument 
of civilized speech, poisonously em­ 
ployed by those who war against 
civilization either singly or in a 
criminal group calling itself a state. 
"We once more give you our as- 
zurance" writes the kidnaper, your 
child will be under the most charm­ 
ing and generous supervision ’’ That 
is the way the Nazis talk when they 
snatch a country. Furthermore, the 
stranglers wear a velvet glove. In 
Denmark, Norway, Holland and Bel­ 
gium, German soldiers are courteous 
and well-behaved and there is no 
looting—that is, retail looting. The 
gutting of the country is a highly 
organized, 
scientifically 
contrived 
and hence more thorough and ruth­ 
less than traditional conquest and 
subjugation. 
By funny marks, by jug-handled 
trade 
exactions, 
assessments 
for 
"protecting” the conquered country 
and other such devices, all the 
elaborate language of legal subter­ 


fuge, they bleed the little nation of 
its resources and channel its tangi­ 
ble wealth into the Nazi storehouse. 
And it all reads like charming gen­ 
erous 
supervision.” 
In 
beautiful 
syntax Lord Haw Haw tells on the 
radio how these re-cued countries 
loves their benefactor. 
We have read Stuart Chase. J. 
Mortimer Adler, et al, as they des­ 
cribe how we are being confused by 
debased or fraudulent word-cur- 
rency. It is a deep and devious sub­ 
ject; it is clear, though, that, given 
villainous intentions, it is unfortu­ 
nate for the rest of us if the villain 
has the gift of gab—and perhaps 
unfortunate for the villain, too, in 
the end. 
Perhaps anti-climatic in this grim 
setting but, I believe, pertinent, is 
the story of the old mammy who 
was discussing education. She had 
her doubts about it. "My boy Sam,” 
said the old lady, "wouldn’t go to 
school and nobody could learn him 
nothin’. He stole some chickens and 
the judge give him three days in 
the lock-up. But he never made no 
trouble after that. My boy Rufus 
was smart. He went to school and 
got hisself eddicated. Then he fo'grd 
a check. He done eddlcate himself 
right up into the penitentiary.”

As I said here recently, prematur­ 
ity, severe illnesses — particulars 
rickets, nearly always postpone a 
child s ability to walk and to stand.
